holden in the first and second years of the reign of His 
present Majesty, intituled, “ An Act to regulate the proceedings in 
“ the Civil Side of the court of King’s Bench, and also in the court 
5 of Common Pleas, and in the Pleas or Common I^w Side of the 
“ court of Exchequer, in Ireland" it was among other things enacted, § 3. 

That the several principal and other officers of the said courts of ffiSr/ 
Kings Bench, Common Pleas and Exchequer, should, for the discharge Assistants to 
of the duties of their respective offices, have the several Clerks and ufficeraofihe 
10 Assistants in the Schedule to the said Act particularly set forth ; and it Kin^aMncb, 
was also enacted, that for the necessary incidental expenses in each 
Court, there should be payable out of the consolidated fund, to the Authomij^ 
Prothonotaries in the civil side of the court of King’s Bench, and in the Sn LeC 
court of Common Pleas, and to the Clerk of the Common Pleas in pe^Sin'the 
15 the court of Pleas in the Exchequer, such sums as should in each and

every quarter be certified in writing, under the hands of not less than certificates of 

two Judges, to have been respectively incurred, as and for certain costs 
and expenses in the said Act specified and set forth : 

And whereas it has been found in some instances, that the Clerks Clerks autho- 
20 authorized by the said Act to be appointed for the discharge of the said 
duties in the said offices are insufficient for the purpose ; and doubts 
have been entertained whether, according to the true construction of SymSt o? 
the said last recited clause in the said Act, the said officers are entitled

to be reimbursed for tbe expenses which they may have beeu put to 
b, the employment of additional Clerks in their respective offices, except 
so far as they may have been employed in writing, engrossing and 
copying only ; and it is reasonable to provide such additional assistance 
for the discharge of the business of the said offices, as to the Jud-res 5 
of the said respective Courts shall, upon due inquiry, appear to be neces- 
sary, and also to remunerate such Clei ks as have been already employed 
or their additional labour and trouble in their respective offices ;

that thereupon it shall and may be lawful for the said Judges and 
they are hereby required to make such inquiry, and to certify under 
their liands the number and description of such addirioiial Clerks 35

a year, for the performance of the duties of or in the offices of any of 
the said Courts respectively, and also such further or increased 
payment to any Clerk or Clerks heretofore employed as shall be so 
certified by such Judges as aforesaid ; and that all and every such sums 
in and sum shall be payable over and above any sum or sums of monev 
made payable under the said recited Act ; and every such certificate 
shall be given on an examination, on oath, of the principal officer of 
each department in or for which any such payment shall be required, 
and of such other person or persons, if any, as such Judges respectively 
15 shall think proper, or as shall be produced before them for that 
purpose. 
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
